Puyallup proposal to DiPrete 


I have received and reviewed your 
most recent correspondence, dated 
Feb. 7, 1978, outlining certain 
conditions that would need to be met 
prior to another Trans-AMA event 
being sanctioned by the AMA at 
Puyallup Raceway Park. 


After a thorough and lengthy 
investigation of the alleged problems 
at Puyallup Raceway Park and 
acknowledgement of the requirements 
at other Trans-AMA facilities, I have 
outlined a sound proposal for 
improvements prior to the existence of 
any 1978 Trans AMA event. 


These improvements could be ready 
for inspection by an AMA 
representative on or about June 15, 
1978, if the following proposal or a 
similar proposal thereof, was approved 
and/or accepted prior to Apr. 1, 1978. 

Conditions: 

1. Meet all terms of sanction appli- 
cation, letter of agreement, and 
and contract letter. 

2. Repair or replace 5’ cyclone fence 
wire or lower pit area of existing 
fence. Install new wire fence ma- 
terial only where necessary. 
Install three permanently mounted 
cyclone gates on lower pit area 
capable of being locked during 
event. 

3. Replace existing wire fence sur- 
rounding the outside perimeter of 

the race track with 6’ high wire 

fence securely mounted. Present 
fence is not closer than 10 feet at 
any point of the track. 

Any gates on perimeter fence will 

be permanently mounted and cap- 

able of being locked during event. 
4. Aside from normal security, there 
will be a minimum of three uni- 
formed security pare located 
in the pit area at the gates. There 
will be 15 uniformed security

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Kenny Roberts (Yam) won the 
250cc GP during the season 
opening round of the road race 
World Championships Mar. 19 in 
San Carlos, Venezuela. Barry 
Sheene (Suz), Pat Hennen (Suz) and 
Steve Baker (Suz) took the top 
spots in the 500cc event. Sketchy 
information out of South America 
indicates that Roberts and Cecotto 
both dropped out of the 500cc race 
with engine failure. Takazumi 
Katayama (Yam) was the 350cc 
victor. 


Dick Burleson (Hus) emerged as the 
overall victor in the Indian Creek 100- 
mile AMA National Championship 
Enduro held Mar. 19 in Clinton, SC. 
Jack Penton (KTM) was the “AA” class 
victor with Mike Rosso (Suz) taking the 
"B" class win. 


Honda unveiled their answer to 
Yamaha's TT500 on Mar. 19 at the 
AMA National Championship 
Enduro in South Carolina. The 
prototype overhead cam, four- 
valve, twin exhaust port, four- 
stroke thumper was ridden in the 
event by Don Sanford, who 
finished out of the top overall 
placings. Honda is remaining quite 
hush-mouthed about the bike and 
will only say “it's in the middle of 
its R&D.” The British press reports 
that multi-time British MX champ 
John Banks will contest GPs and 
British Championship MX 
events with one of the engines in a 
special Merlyn Racing-prepared 
frame. Sanford’s enduro bike 
sported a 23-inch front wheel. 


The ninth annual Britain versus 
American road race clash, the John 
Player Transatlantic Trophy Match 
Race Series, kicks off Mar. 24 at 
Brands Hatch Racing Circuit south of 
London. The six-race outing (two per 
track) then moves to Mallory Park on 
Mar. 25 and finishes up at Oulton 
Park on Easter Monday. The 
American team will be defending the 
rotating trophy they won last year. 


Kenny Roberts will captain the 
nine rider American’ team. 
Invitations were issued to Pat 
Hennen, Skip Aksland, David 
Aldana, Gene Romero, Dale 
Singleton and Mike Baldwin to be 
team members although a final 
decision on who would race was 
to be made at Daytona. Gary Nixon 
was to be a team member, but 
relinquished his spot after 
experiencing reoccurring engine 
problems at Daytona. Randy 
Mamola and Rich Schlachter have 








also been mentioned as possible 
team riders. It appears we won't 
know the final line-up until the 
racing begins. 


The British squad will be led by 
current 500cc World Champion Barry 
Sheene. 


Gary Nixon told us via phone, "Erv 
(Kanemoto) hasn't figure out what 
caused all our seizures at Daytona. 
There's no sense in going over 
there and suffering that type of 
thing all over again. Barry 
(Sheene) is trying to get me a ride 
for either Imola or Paul Ricard 
(Formula 750 rounds), but I’m not 
really counting on it.” 


HosPITal STOP: Marty Smith and 
Jimmy Ellis were injured at the Mar. 
18-19 Houston Supercross event. 
Smith suffered a dislocated hipandwas 
told by the Houston doctor that he'd 
be on crutches for two months. (“But I 
don't think they know MX racers. too 
well...” Honda Team Manager Terry 
Mulligan added, suggesting that 
Smith could be back in action sooner 
than that.) Ellis’ chances of riding at 
the Apr. 9 AMA National MX Series 
opener at Hangtown were judged as 
being about “50-50” according to 
Mulligan. Jimmy suffered a partial 
separation of the shoulder. Mail to 
both Team Honda riders may be sent 
to the Motorcycle Sports Department, 
American Honda, 100 W. Alondra, 
Gardena, CA 90247. 


On a lighter note, Team Honda did 
fairly well in Europe on Mar. 19. 
Brad Lackey's mechanic Bill 
Buchka phoned to report that in 


spite of Brad's bad luck in the 
first moto of the  500cc 
International meet in Genk, 


Belgium, Lackey still managed a 2- 
2 second placing behind the Flying 
Finn, Heikki Mikkola of Team 
Yamaha. Lackey was leading the 
first race with four minutes 
remaining when a rock dislodged 
his chain. Honda teammate 
— Noyce recorded a 3-3 
ird. 


Between the two 40-minute 500cc 
International motos in Genk, a single 
40-minute 250cc International race 
was held. Mikkola declined the 
opportunity to ride, placing his 
attention toward winning the 500cc 
event. Lackey topped the 250cc race 
with Noyce second and young Belgian 
Andre Vromans third.

The Challenge of the Sexes short track 
was run at J.C. Agajanian's Ascot 
Park. Agajanian reports that he has 
recently invested $100,000 in 
improving Ascot for the "78 racing 
season,

that AMA Commissioner of Racing 
Doug Mockett and Supercross 
promoter Mike Goodwin agree 
upon: Cycle News advertising 
works. 


Secretary of the Interior Cecil Andrus 
has announced that an inventory of 
potential wilderness areas on public 
lands will be administered by the 
Bureau of Land Management. Public 
comments are invited to develop 
guidelines for the task. A copy of the 
proposed policy and review procedures 
is available at your state office of the 
BLM or Director (370), Bureau of 
Land Management, Washington, DC 
20240. The BLM administers 16 
million acres of public land in 
California, including 12% million in 
the California Desert Conservation 
Area, which will be reviewed for 
wilderness potential. 


The Environmental Protection 
Agency has released their final 
proposals to regulate noise 
emissions from motorcycles. 
Under the proposed standards, 
motorcycles made for sale after 
Jan. 1, 1980 will be required to 
meet 83 dBA limits; after Jan. 1, 
1982, 80 dBA; and after Jan. 1, 1985 
the requirement is 78 dBA. 


The new proposals also regulate off- 
road motorcycle noise for motorcycles 
in two classes; 170cc and under, and 
over 170cc. The 170cc and under class 
is identical with the street motorcycle 
limits while the over 170cc class is 86 
dBA after Jan. 1, 1980 and drops to 82 
dBA in 1983. 


EPA does not propose to regulate 
competition machines. However, 
they will require race bikes to be 
permanently labeled as such. 


EPA predicts the standards to 
significantly zncrease the retail cost of 
motorcycles and further predicts that 
some small manufacturers will be 
driven from the U.S. market.

Hurricane Hannah hauls 
at Houston

HOUSTON, TX, MAR. 17-18 


Bob "Hurricane" Hannah finally returned to 
winning form, putting a stop to Team Honda's 
domination of the 1978 AMA/Toyota Super- 
cross Series. The reigning Supercross Series 


champion rode his new Keith 
McCarty-prepared OW25 works 


Yamaha to wins in both rounds of 
the Pace Management promoted 


races in the Houston Astrodome, 
beating present Series points leader 
Marty Tripes both evenings before a 
total weekend crowd of 52,000 
spectators. 

"I| was just doing too many other 
things during the off season — stuff 
like hunting and fishing — and I 
wasn't riding. With the three-month 
layoff I just got lazy, and it was really 
hard at first to get going again. Guys 
like Tripes were racing and were 
serious right from the start of the 
season. It caught me off guard," said 
Hannah. 

The Team Honda riders, and the 
Honda bikes have been more 
competitive than anyone expected 
them to be. Marty Tripes, with his 
Merle Anderson-tuned CR-250M, is a 
changed rider. 

"I'd just turned 21 and figured it 
was time to make a commitment with 
my life. Honda still wanted to give me 
a second chance. I owe them 
everything. After I won that one CMC 
race at the beginning of the year on a 
trial ride, they were convinced of my 
seriousness and made me a contracted 
member of the team even before 
Seattle," said points leader Tripes. 

The CR and RC Hondas, nearly 
identical, were putting the scare in 


everyone as well with tales of 
unbelievable horsepower and handling 
running rampant through the pits. 
The bikes certainly are good, but so 
are the riders. 

Still, after two weeks of crashing 
with his production YZ 250E Yamaha, 
Bob Hannah made the switch to the 
OW?25-78 works bike at Daytona. The 
completely redesigned works bike will 
be his mount for the upcoming 250cc 
Nationals, with the Supercross Series 
the opportunity to sort out the 
problems which hampered Bob in his 
attempts to win a National 
Championship last year. Complaints 
that the OW had been slow and 
suffered shock problems at Daytona 
had already been corrected by 
McCarty. Hannah finally was ready to 
win. 

Friday 

The qualifiers provided the most 
action as the new swelling of factory 
ranks for the '78 season tried to 
squeeze their way into the 25-bike 
feature event. 

The first qualifier was an easy 
runaway for Marty Tripes, as Team 
Honda's newest member pulled well 
out ahead of Mosier, Barnett, Moates 
and Croft in the eight lap race. 

In the second qualifier, though, the 
26,200 fans in attendance were about 
to get the show their admission paid 
for. Marty Smith held his Honda RC- 
250 works machine in the front 


position for two laps, then coming off 
the quadruple jumps by the finish line, 
threw the multi-thousand dollar works 
machine away like a Cracker Jack 
surprise. Teammate Jim Pomeroy 
wheeled his RC into the point position, 
with Yamaha's Mike Bell, Broc Glover 
and Rick Burgett right behind. Kent 
Howerton made the final fifth man cut 
to the feature, 

Qualifier number three was 
Hannah's, with the final qualifier 
going to Rich Eierstedt on the factory 
Can-Am. 

The semis were a do-or-die situation 
with only the two top riders from each 
going to the feature. Smith, Sun, 
LaPorte and. Reid made it a fantastic 
four-way battle right from the drop of 
the gate as Suzuki's hard luck star, 
Tony DiStefano, stayed back — hung 
up in the gate. 

Lap after lap the four frontrunners 
careened and bounced off each other 
with Smitty still holding the 
advantage. It was beginning to look 
like the matter would never get settled 
except on the last lap Warren Reid 
pulled an unbelievable mid-air pass on 
the tunnel-jump-turn, flying inside of 
both LaPorte and Sun at the same 
time. Warren had his Honda full 
throttle sideways in the air and as he 
flew by Chuck Sun, the Honda's 
spinning rear wheel clipped the front 
wheel of Chuck's Husky and set Chuck 
skidding face-first through the 
mechanic's signaling area. Warren 
made the cut to the feature behind 
Marty. 

Daytona consolation race winner 
Joey Gratton led the second semi for 
two laps before wasting himself and his 
Honda on the quadruple jumps, 
taking a close-following Mickey 
Kessler with him. Jim Weinert took the 
win as Jeff Jennings flung his Bultaco 
inside of Weinert’s new Kawasaki 
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teammate, Steve Stackable, near the 
end of the heat for second spot. gh 

Next came the consolation and with | 
it, the last chance for Suzuki's AMA- 
250cc National Champ Tony D to 
transfer to the feature. Moving up 
from a third place start off the line 
ahead of Staten and Sun, Tony 
elbowed his way around hard chargin' 
Greg Theiss and the former three-time: 
250cc National champ, Gary Jones, to. 
win. From there it was a quick 
topping-up of the fuel tank and wheel 
the works RH Suzuki to the line for the 
20-lap feature. 

The Hurricane may have becik 
sleeping the first part of the Supercross 
Series, but not tonight. He slingshot 
his new OW25 works Yamaha out of. 
the gate and into the lead. 

The real surprise, though, was Tony 
D in second. By lap two the pack 
behind them had sorted out wi 
Eierstedt in third, followed by Tripes, 
Wise, Ellis, Glover, Jennings, Mosier, 
Smith, Howerton, Bell and Weinert. 

“I stayed on Hannah for five laps;^ 
claimed Tony, "and he was running à 
pretty good pace, but then the way 
things had been going for me.I 
decided to back down a bit. I don’t 
think I was ready to run that type of 
pace a whole race yet." 

By the 10th lap, or halfway point, 
Jennings had bailed off and hurt his 
ribs, but got back up to try and finish. 
Weinert would break soon with 
gearbox troubles. Tripes had moved 
by Eierstedt and began closing the gap 
on DiStefano that Tony had built up 
the first half trying to keep pace with 
Hannah. By now, though, Hannah 
had nearly disappeared with first 
place. The order was Hannah, 
DiStefano, Tripes, Eierstedt, Ellis, 
Wise, Glover, Mosier and Smith. 


> Smitty was making a determined 
bid to improve his poor start and as 
the race neared the final laps, was up 
past teammate Wise and looking to get 
around Ellis as well. Ellis was trying to 
put some moves of his own on Eierstedt 
for fourth. Somehow the two tangled 
in the process and went down. 

Wise saw it all, "Ellis T-boned 
Eierstedt and then Smith tried to avoid 
them but was too close. He piled im 
behind. Boy was I lucky...1  just® 
motored on by to take fourth spot." 


DiStefano, meanwhile, figured he 
could hold off old CZ teammate 
Tripes to the checkered flag. As they. 
came up behind a lapped rider on the_ 
final lap, the backmarker looked over 
his shoulder, saw Tripes moving on 
him, and pulled over from the middle 
of the track to let the faster rider have 
room. 

"He never even saw me,” cried 
Tony, “and pulled right over into me. 
It knocked me right over the berm and, 
let Tripes by. Boy, am I mad!” 

Later, in victory circle, Tony had 
regained his composure enough to joke. 
about the matter. 

"I just hope Tripes thinks this is a 
one-night event and stays away. 
Saturday night." 

Hannah, on the other hand, was, 
finally in the winner's circle for the 
first time this year and was somewhat ` 
his cocky self again. Especially after 
collecting the $500 bounty posted by 
Pace Management for anyone who 
could stop the Honda onslaught. 

“Tomorrow night they'll have to 
raise that bounty and make it $500 for 
every Honda rider I run over!”

By the second evenings 
confrontation under the ‘Dome ‘thé 
riders had begun to develop what:

it.was Koji Masuda who led the way in 
the, first practice session by jumping 
the jsecond and fourth...good for 
gaining 50 feet on any rider who 
wasn't doing the same. After that, 
everyone knew they had to do it, too, if 
they wanted to be competitive. Kenny 
Zahrt had to get radical as always, and 
did it during practice with one hand 
off his Can-Am's handlebars. 

On other sections of the track as well 
the riders started letting it hang out a 
little more than what could be 
considered safe. More than anything, 
it was rider's desire to go faster, rather 
than the track itself, which turned 
Saturday at the Astrodome into one of 
the most dangerous in Supercross 
history. 

“Among the riders put out of 
cémmission early in their qualifiers 
were Jimmy Weinert, Don Kudalski 
ahd Joey Gratton, who nosedived and 
endoed at the end of the quadruple 
jumps. Only Harley-Davidson’s 
Kudalski, though, would have to go to 
the’ hospital for observation of a 
possible injured kidney. 

Texan Steve Wise was pumped for 
the night’s win and got cookin’ right 
off with the win of the first qualifier as 
Tripes moved up to pass Reid and 
Savitski for second place. 

Race two went to Hannah, who 
spent seven of the eight laps trying to 
find a line around teammate Burgett. 
The, track was wide enough to pass, 
but.at the speeds they were going it 
quickly narrowed down to one line in 
most sections. 

Marty Smith won the third qualifier 
ahead of Semics and Howerton. Rich 
Eierstedt won the fourth after passing 
Ellis.and early holeshot artist Masuda. 
Pierré Karsmakers got knocked silly in 
a getoff and was out for the evening. 





Greg Theis won the consolation 
race to become the last rider to qualify 
for the feature. 

Announcer Larry Huffman had the 
crowd on their feet and cheering as the 
riders pulled up to the line for the 
main event. 

"I'm going to win this one. I know I 
can," stated Honda newcomer Steve 
Wise with confidence. His exuberance 
was high and would snatch him the 
holeshot with his Cliff White-prepared 
CR, but his body would buckle under 
the pressure of leading for five laps 
with a seized shoulder, letting 
teammate Tripes past and into the 
lead. 

But the real drama would take place 
in turn one as 25 of America's top 
riders shot headlong into the corner 
with the vision of Supercross glory 
blinding any caution they might have 
considered earlier. Bob Hannah saw it 
all and was able to provide a better 
insight into what happened than 
anyone else. 

“I just backed off going into the first 
turn. Smitty was wide open, got 
through the first turn, but lost it on 
the last of the three jumps which 
followed. Someone ran right over him 
and another guy went over his head,” 
he said. 

Jimmy Ellis locked bars with 
another rider, and they forced each 
other off the outside of the first turn 
where Ellis cartwheeled over the 
haybales and a concrete embankment. 

“I missed Smitty by going to the 
outside. I was in last place so it wasn't 
hard seeing where the clear line was. I 
just held the bike wide open over the 
double jumps and passed half the 
pack. By the time I got to the Toyota 
Tower jump I was already in seventh 
place," Hannah concluded. 


Ellis was out with .a dislocated 
shoulder and Smith with a dislocated 
hip. Both would join Kudalski in the 
hospital. The order at the completion 
of lap one was Wise, Tripes, Sun, 
Masuda, Mosier, Hannah, Clark, 
Burgett, Mike Jones and Reid. 

Halfway into the race, the 10th lap, 
Tripes was leading and Hannah had 
just passed Wise for second place after 
having come off the line last. 

“Marty definitely had a good lead 
on me when I broke through traffic 
and into second spot. I could see him 
way up ahead and he sure looked 
smooth.” 

The order shifted to Tripes, 
Hannah, Wise who would soon stall on 
a jump, Sun, Masuda, Burgett, Clark, 
Semics, Jones, Eierstedt. 

“Lap after lap I got closer to Marty. 
It took me something like five laps to 
catch him. It was in that sandy 
sweeping turn before the tunnel which 
leads up to the Toyota Tower Jump. 
Marty went for the shorter inside line. 
I went wide and smashed into the side 
of the stadium wall, using it for a 
berm. I bounced off the wall and 
squared the turn, aiming for the inside 
of Marty. We were side by side going 
through the tunnel and as we raced 
side by side up the Toyota Jump I just 
slapped the clutch as hard as I could 
and banged the gearbox into fifth. 
The bike exploded forward and I 
swept past Marty as we sailed over the 
jump,” Hannah described the race for 
the lead. 

“I was just too nervous,” Marty said 
after having to settle for second place 
behind the Hurricane for the second 
night in a row. “I wanted to give Bob a 
good run, but he was a bit faster and 
really out of shape. I was wanting to 
win, but not by taking the kind of 





chances he was.” 

Having finally gotten over his earlier 
squirreliness which resulted in first 
turn crashes at Seattle and Atlanta, 
Hannah was back in stride in an 
attempt to retain his Supercross 


crown. Tripes will make it hard, 
because even if Bob wins every race 
remaining in the 1978 Series, Tripes 
still has a big enough points lead that 
seconds and thirds are all he needs to 
hold off Bob. 

While most of the other top factory 
stars were overcome by the track and 
each other, excellent rides were turned 
in by the likes of Glover, Sun, Masuda, 
Burgett and Terry Clark to fill out the 
top places. The series now takes a two- 
week break before the two-day show at 
Pontiac, Michigan, on April 1-2. €

Headed by Marty “Typhoon” Tripes, Team 
Honda whipped through the Daytona Interna- 
tional Speedway on March 11, 1978. When the 
dust had settled, Honda had taken the first three 
places in the Daytona Supercross event.

The leaders, all identi- 
cally equipped in red, white and blue Hondaline™ 
gear, crossed the finish line within 10 yards of 
each other and a good 12 seconds ahead of 
fourth place.

contest (Daytona winner, Warren Reid, leaped an 
incredible 84’ 10” on his modified Honda CR-250R).

Carter Alsop, 28, made history last 
June as the first woman to ever enter 
an AMA Professional road race. Her 
debut as a Novice attracted consider- 
able attention in the press, which 
generated jealousy among some riders. 
That's understandable: — Alsop's 
entering the race got more coverage 
than the event itself. And while her 
fame continues, few people know or 
care who actually won that Novice 
race at Loudon. 


Now, in February, 1978, Alsop is 
trying to put together a Superbike 
Production racing program for the 
rest of the year. Daytona is two weeks 
away. A gorgeous, articulate, shapely, 
personable brunette, Alsop sits on the 
floor of Pops Yoshimura's van and 
talks about her road racing career. 


"I've only been road racing for three 
years, but I've been catapulted into 
the spotlight. I get a tremendous 
amount of attention because I'm the 
first woman to hold an AMA Profes- 
sional license, and that attention is not 
proportional to my ability at this 
point. I know I have a great deal to 
learn about road racing, and being in 
the spotlight has made it more difficult. 
It doesn't allow me to progress at my 
own speed — as any other 
Professional Novice would — without 
criticism and attacks. If a man got a 
Novice license and didn't do well in his 
first races, no one would notice. 
Because I'm a woman and have 
attracted all this attention, people 
expect me to do well. If I don't do so 
well, then people say I shouldn't be 
getting all the attention. 

“It's difficult for me because I can't 
help the fact that I'm going to be 
publicized because I'm a woman. I’m 


not a publicity hound. The fact is, I 
want to work very hard to be a very 
good road racer, but it's going to take 
time. 

‘I've had some advantages. People 
have helped me when maybe they 
wouldn’t have helped another rider 
who had been racing longer, but who 
happened to be a male. I would hope 
that people would look at the fact that 
Im a young racer, that I've just 
started. I recognize that I have a long 
way to go before I'll be a really great 
rider. I realize that there is a great 
amount of training I need. I recognize 
that I have a lot to learn. On the other 
hand, any other Novice Pro can finish 
anywhere without criticism. 

"Some of the criticism is based upon 
the fact that other women have been 
riding longer than I, and deserve 
attention. But they haven't been 
interested in a Pro licénse. Still, 
watching two super woman racers — 
Kathy Teague and Liz Wemmet — 
inspired me to want to be a good 
Professional racer." 

A few people have accused Alsop of 
applying for her Professional license 
when she did just to become the first 
woman to do so. Asked about that, 
Alsop takes a deep breath and starts to 
explain: 

“Several people encouraged me to 
apply for the Professional license, even 
though I hesitated because I didn’t feel 
I had enough experience. But I had

finished well enough in club races with 
my Honda 750 production bike to 
qualify — you have to finish in the top 
10 places at each of five races for two 
years. I knew I'd have to race a GP 
bike, and since I'd never ridden one 
before, that made me unsure. I would 
have rather raced a GP machine for a 
year before applying for the Pro 
license. But five or six friends really 
encouraged me to go ahead and apply, 
so I did. I got the license within three 
months. 

"It didn't dawn on me that I was 
making history. It was just something 
that happened through the 
encouragement of my friends. 














"When I entered my first National 
at Loudon, it was a frustrating 
experience. My production bike ahd 
been stolen in November, 1976 and I 
had not been on a motorcycle at all 
until May, 1977. At the National 
warmup — a club race held the 
weekend before the National — I got 
on a GP bike for the first time. I never

got any practice on it because the bike 
wasn't ready. So, the first time I rode it 
was in actual competition. I 
encountered all kinds of problems 
handling it and understanding how it 
worked. The differences between it 
and my Honda were tremendous. The 
vibration and noise were particularly 
distracting. 

"The National was held the 
following weekend. There was a 
practice session all day Thursday, so I 
took the bike out and rode about an 
hour and a half or two hours. Things 
went wrong with the bike all weekend, 
and then suddenly it was time for the 
heat race. I was distracted by the fact 
that I was being publicized as the first, 
making history, and I really wasn’t 
prepared for the event at all. The 
publicity was exciting in many ways, 
but it was hard for me to concentrate 
on my riding with people asking me 
questions and taking photographs and 
interviewing me. But I feel that I did 
fairly well considering everything. I 
concentrated as much as I could and 
learned a lot in a short period of time. 
I didn't do badly. I stalled the bike at 
the start of the heat race and had 
trouble getting restarted. Once I got 
going I passed a few people and wound 
up qualifying on the third-to-last row. 

"In the final, I got off the line, but it 
was still a poor start. I passed about 
five or six people in the four laps that I 
raced and then the bike's drive chain 
fell off. That was very disappointing, 
but the fact that I was making history 
was not my major concern. I was 
pleased that it was a historic event and 
that I could be a part of it, but it was 
filled with frustration. 

"I only rode one other National — 
Pocono — because I couldn't afford to 
go to the ones in California. I had 
gotten to the point where I felt 
competent on the bike the weekend 
before Pocono. It was then that I 
crashed heavily at the end of the 
straightaway at Thompson and ended 
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up in the emergency room. 
Fortunately the injuries weren't severe, 
but they were painful. When I went to 
put on my leathers at Pocono, I was in 
tremendous pain because the leathers 
were tight and my knee and hip were 
swollen. I couldn't concentrate 
because of the injuries and I've never 
been fond of the track at Pocono, 
either. In addition, I didn't realize 
that my bike's CDI unit was failing. 
My practice sessions were fiascos. I was 
frustrated by not liking the track, 
hurting from the pain, and the CDI 
was cutting out in the slower turns., I 
was only half there, I felt, so, my 
second National race wasn’t that great 
either. But I finished 32nd out of a 
field of 48, which was an improvement 
over the first National. 

"I certainly would have liked. a 
better season. My club racing was 
alright, but the main problem was 
getting off the line. I'd get all ready to 
go and then stall it, because it's so 
hard to keep a TZ250 in the 
powerband. I'd do something. wrong 
every time. I would end up starting 
races at the very back of the pack or 
else at a dead standstill with everyone 
else halfway around, then catching up 
to finish third, fourth, fifth or sixth in 
a class of 25 to 30 riders. I would have 
finished a lot higher if I had ever 
learned to get the machine off the line. 
But because it was someone else's bike, 
I wasn't able to practice with it when I 
wanted to. I only rode the motorcycle 
at races, and I only went to about nine 
races last year, including Nationals, 
because of a lack of funds. 

"One good thing that happened at 
Pocono was that a dirt tracker who was 
helping Gary Scott work on his bikes 
came up to me and said, 'I know a 
woman in California who could help 
you.' I didn't see him again, but about 
three weeks later I got a message for

me to call a number in California. I 
called and it was the woman I ‘had 
heard of at Pocono. I talked to her on 
the phone for about half an hour and 
she said she wanted to manage me. 
She had some ideas about getting me 
sponsors and coming up with some 
publicity that would help get sponsors 
and would also boost the racing 





industry. That sounded good to me, so 
I sent her my resume. Somehow my 
resume got from her to film director 
Hal Needham. He contacted me and 
said he wanted to use me in a movie 
called *Hollywood Stuntmen.' I signed 
a contract with Warner Brothers and 
went to Tuscaloosa, Alabama where 
they were filming. I spent a week there 
and did a number of stunts. I rode a 
bike up a wooden ramp and jumped 
through a brick wall with a large glass 
Window in it. I haven't seen the rushes 
für it yet, but apparently it came out 
just the way they had hoped. 

“In the film business, timing is 
critical. It’s as important as it is in 
facing if you're going to be good. In 
tlie types of stunts we were doing — a 
lot of explosions, car rolls and car 
crashes — there was only one take. It 
had to be right that one time. I was 
encouraged by people I met in 
Alabama to come out to California 
afterwards to pursue work in the stunt 
field or in commercials. I was offered a 
lot of help and the people have 
followed through. They've really been 
great while I've been out here, setting 
up interviews for me. I've got a couple 
of deals pending. Stunt work pays 
extremely well because of the hazards 
inVolved. 

"Another good thing that happened 
at Pocono was that Dunlop asked me 
to do their tire ads for next year. They 
said that they would give me tires and 
pay me for modeling in the ads." 

Alsop watches as another rider 
circulates on the twisty road course, 
obviously riding much faster than she 
had. With the rising and falling of the 
unmuffled exhaust note in the 
background, she talks about her plans 
for 1978. 


“Difficulties have arisen because I 
got hooked up with this woman who 
said she wanted to manage me. It 
turned out that she didn’t do what she 
said she would. She kept saying she 
had talked to certain people and she 
hadn't. Here it is at this late point and 
Im stil trying to get my racing 
program together. Daytona is here 
and I'm sitting on the fence. I've been 
contacting all the people myself, 
which is a better arrangement. But 
realistically, it's a little late to start 
finding people to help me out. 

"Yoshimura R&D of America is 
anxious to build a bike for me. They 
would maintain it all year and 
transport it to the races for me, but I 
have to find someone. who can sponsor 
the motorcycle itself and the initial set- 
up. Once that’s taken care of, I'll be 
set for the season. I'll have all the tires 
that I need, I'll have 
maintained throughout the season, 
and Dunlop is providing me with 
leathers and boots so IIl have all my 
gear.” 

But AMA Superbike Production 
racing requires an Expert rating. 
While | amateur clubs often 
recommend experienced production 
pilots for their AMA Superbike Expert 
license — thus bypassing the Novice 
class apprenticeship needed for GP 
Expert status — Alsop does not have a 
recommendation nor a license at this 
point. She smiles when asked about 
this problem. 

"Right now I'm not an Expert in 
club racing, and the American Asso- 
ciation of Motorcycle Road Racers 
Officers have never recommended 
anyone who wasn't a club-ranked 
Expert for the Superbike Production 
license. They want me to race until I 
earn my club Expert points. They 
wouldn't recommend me before Day- 
tona. 

"The AAMRR officials asked some 
of, the club riders who compete in 
Superbike Production if they thought I 
Should ride at Daytona. Some riders 
felt,that I should and some felt that I 
shouldn't. I think some people

hesitated because I'm a female. They 
feel I can handle a track that I am 
familiar with, like Loudon, but 
hesitate to recommend me for a track 
as fast and as big as Daytona, where I 
have never ridden. In a sense, they're 
trying to protect me. 

"Most of the people who know me 
and have seen me race feel I deserve 
the license and should get it. It's only a 
few people putting obstacles in: my 
path 

"Racing is a hazardous business and 
I think if you're going to be a racer, 
then you accept the hazards. I 
certainly feel no need for protection. I 
think that if I don't have sense enough 
to protect myself, than that's my own 
problem. On the other hand, they've 
never recommended anybody who 
hasn't obtained Expert status in the 
club before. The Expert points 
requirement is certainly a factor that's 
a reality. It’s not just a subjective 
opinion. Once I overcome that, if I get 
the recommendation, then everything 
will be fine. But the main discussion 








that has come up around this has been 
based upon their wanting to protect 
me rather than the fact that I didn't 
have my Expert points." 


Still, the main controversy 
surrounding Carter Alsop is her ability 
to walk into special help and special 
deals which many other, faster riders 
have no access to. Asked how she views 
this apparent exploitation of sex in 
relationship to her racing career, 
Alsop responds quickly. 


"It's obvious that there are men who 
have proven themselves more than I 
have as far as a racing record is 
concerned. But this situation has to do 
with marketing and promotion. 
Sponsors are interested in publicity. In 
this case, they can draw more 
attention to their products and services 
by putting someone unique on that 
bike, whether it's a number one rider 
or someone who's otherwise unique. 
Being the only woman (with a 
Professional license), Iam unique and 
I do draw a lot of attention, as the 





publicity from Loudon proved last 
year. I drew a great deal of attention 
at each of the races that I attended, 
just because I am a female. I know 
that there are men who feel that's 
discriminatory or unfair. But I feel 
that road racing and the motorcycle 
industry can be promoted if people are 
aware that there is another image to 
motorcycling than the one that's been 
fashioned by the media and by the 
film industry, that of the Hell's 
Angels. I'm a female, and I'm not a 
big, brawny broad. That can be used 
to change the attitude of people who 
view motorcyling with disdain." 

With that, Carter Alsop excuses 
herself, pulls the van doors shut, and 
changes from her leathers into her 
street clothes. 

She emerges with a perfect model's 
smile, hops into her rented Chevette, 
and drives off. Except for the leathers 
swinging gently in a side window of the 
car, the scene could have been part of 
a commercial for Chevrolet...or 
Cover Girl makeup. ..or... o

Roeseler’s win; 
Balentine’s heartbreak

Riding 


solo in the 310-mile event, Larry 


Roeseler brought his factory-backed Husqvarna 


:$90 in first to take the overall win in SCORE 


International's Mexicali 250. Roeseler's win- 


ning time of 6:03:46.90 was over 
12 minutes faster than the second 
overall bike, Bob Balentine's 
KTM, and the third-place team 


of Jeff Kaplan and Rick Finger, who 
won the 250cc Class 21. 

But Roeseler's win came at the 
expense of Bob Balentine, who had 
built up a lead of about seven minutes, 
only to seize twice in the last 75 miles. 
Both times Balentine had to get a tow 
from passing vehicles in order to 
restart. He nursed the KTM into the 
finish for second overall, second in 
Class 22 behind Roeseler. 

“Boy, I’m really sore!” said Roeseler 
at the finish. Larry, who'd suffered 
shoulder injuries in early February and 
then gotten off in the rocks in a D-37 
event the weekend before this race, 





still had a consistent race and no get- 
offs. Roeseler averaged approximately 
54 mph for the event. 

Class 20, for 125cc bikes, was again 
won by a team of brothers. But this 
time it was the Pfeiffer brothers, Scott 
and Kent, on their Mission Viejo 
Yamaha YZ. Their win was a matter 
of high drama when Scott ran out of 
gas five miles before his final pit at 
Kilometer 27, less than 40 miles from 
the finish. As Scott was running with 
the motorcycle, a rider pitting with 
them reported to the pit that Pfeiffer 
was out of gas. À pit crew member 
drove cross country, gassed him and 
then Scott handed the bike to Kent at 
Kilometer 27, who brought it in to win 
by 22 seconds over the George Erl/ 
Tom Grant Husqvarna. 

Class 38, for riders over 38, was 





again won by the seemingly invincible 
team of Dick Vick and John Watkins 
on a Husqvarna 390. 

The riders, starting with Class 22, 
left the start line in downtown 
Mexicali at 6:52 a.m. Dennis Greene, 
on the massive C&J-framed 1,000cc 
Harley-Davidson led until Bob 
Balentine got past a few miles later. 
Roeseler, starting 20 seconds behind 
Balentine, also got past quickly. 

Jack Johnson was starting near the 
back of the pack. “I’m going to have 
an advantage,” he said before the 
race. "I'm going to know where 
everybody is; how far ahead they are. 
They're not going to know where I 
am." The Husqvarna rider charged 
quickly through the ranks only to be 
halted with mechanical difficulties 
past check one. 

The course ran southward, often 
paralleling — and running 32 miles on 
— Mexico's Highway 5. The southern- 
most point was San Felipe. The course 
turned northwest and ran up Diablo 
Dry Lake. But, unlike the previous 
Mexicali 300, the course did not go to 
Valle de Trinidad and the 4,000-foot 
Summit on the Sierra Juarez range. 
SCORE ran the course back toward 
Highway 5 on a powerline road and 
then north past Tres Posos and 
Cohabuzo Junction. 


The Kaplan/Finger Husky, with 
Finger at the controls, was the first 
Class 21 bike to check one. Bruce 
Ogilvie (Dale's Modern Cycle H-D) 
had a faster time, but ran into trouble 
later with a broken pipe. He managed 
to finish, but well down in the results. 
Ogilvie's H-D teammate, Bob Rutten, 
got off to a disastrous start. His bike, 
running fine on the ride from 
impound to the start, refused to start 
at the proper time and Rutten didn't 
leave the line until the 125cc bikes 
were starting. Rutten's luck went from 
bad to worse with exhaust pipe 
troubles, a broken tank mount, and 
finally, a disconnected gas line that he 
had to hold in place with his hand. 
But he did finish. 

The Class 20 bikes were a tight 
bunch on the way to the first check. 
The Ron Ellenburg/Dan Winebarger 
Yamaha and the Pfeiffer brothers 
were neck and neck. Slightly behind 
them and ahead on time was Chuck 
Cartledge, the class winner in the 
Mexicali 300 along with his brother 
Mike. But their Yamaha ate a ring 
before the first check and the bike 
would not restart after a pitstop. 

The course turned rocky after it left 
the pavement at Oasis. The rocks ate 
two front tires, one each for Balentine 
and Roeseler. They were replaced at 
El Chinero, but by that time, 
Balentine — despite a slight seizure on 
the pavement — was starting to build 
his lead. 

Kaplan had taken over for Finger, 
their bike firmly entrenched in the 
lead. But Jeff had a few problems. 
“The can (each competitor has a can 
in which stubs from each check are 
placed) was coming loose and I 
reached down to adjust it, hit some 
whoops and ate it,” he said later. 
Their bike had an air/oil balancer on 
the forks. It broke off in the crash and 
Finger came into the finish with the 
fork oil all over him instead of in the 
forks. 

A doozy of a battle for second — 
visually, anyway, since it was a timed 
event — in Class 21 started between 
the Morgan Malocco/Art Weekly 
Yamaha and Bill Tarling, riding solo 
on a KTM. Both had their problems 
early in the race. Malocco found a 
ditch with rock in it and crashed, 
while Tarling rode with a flat rear tire. 

"We were side by side all the way 
from the pavement crossing at San 
Matais," said Malocco. Tarling was 
faster through the rough stuff, but 
Malocco had the edge in top speed. 


It was past Cohabuzo Junction, 
check four, where Balentine first 
seized. One vehicle tried to tow him, 
but got stuck in the sand. Another 
vehicle stopped, a van, and Bob held 
on to the rear view mirror while he 
tried to get the KTM bump started. A 
few miles down the road, Balentine 
seized again. He laid the bike down in 
the bushes to change the plug and to 
try to keep out of sight of Roeseler. "I 
didn't want him to know that he had it 
made," said Balentine. Bob hoped 
that Roeseler would keep pushing the 
Husky hard and develop problems of 
his own. ("It never missed a beat," said 
Roeseler right after the race.) 

The KTM had locked up solidly the 
second time Balentine seized it, but he 
got it going with a change to a cold 
plug and another tow. “I just cruised 
into the finish,” he said. 

“I honestly thought I was second,” 
said Roeseler, minutes after finishing. 
"At every pit stop. they told me I was 
five minutes behind Bob. All the way 
around, five minutes.” 

Balentine was the second bike back 
into Mexicali, but the Kaplan/Finger 
team finished less than two minutes 
later and it was close for second 
overall, but Balentine took it by 26 
seconds. 

Third place in Class 22 went to 
Lonnie Peterson and Chuck Fowler on 
a Bellflower Yamaha YZ. They had 
chain problems and a flat tire along 
the way. Fowler was the rider who 
reported that Pfeiffer was out of gas. 

In the battle for second in Class 21, 
Malocco managed to open a slight 
lead over Tarling, setting the fastest 
time of the day between check four 
and check five. Any lead at all was 
more than sufficient since Malocco 
and Weekly started behind Tarling. 

The finish line area was the scene of 
quite a bit of tension. Scott Pfeiffer 
waited nervously and whipped out a 
watch when Kent flashed across the 
line. The seconds ticked by before 
Tom Grant showed up in the Up-Tite 
Husqvarna-sponsored machine. The 
Pfeiffers won by an ultra-close margin 
of 22 seconds. It was the first-ever win 
for the team after several races where 
they had gone very fast only to meet 
with trouble. For George Erl and Tom 
Grant, the runner-up spot was also 
their best Baja finish, Third went to 
the Las Vegas team of Ron Ellenburg 
and Dan Winebarger. 

Behind Vick and Watkins in Class 
38, the  TT500-mounted Lee 
Hamby/Robert Bacon team diced 
with the Kawasaki of Walt Axhelm 
and Tim Smith. Hamby took the 
runner-up spot three minutes behind 
Vick. 

The race went off very smoothly, 
helped by the support of the city of 
Mexicali. There were 61 motorcycles 
entered in the Mexicali 250, inlcuding 
a big jump in Class 38 entries. There 
were 33 finishers. e.

World Championship Trials Series- Round £our 


Schreiber scores a first 


for America 


By Dave Wilcock 

SOMMIERES, FRANCE, MAR. 5 

Eighteen-year-old Californian Bernie 
Schreiber, “on trial" as a Bultaco factory rider 
for the first five rounds of the world title, for- 
ced his claim for a new lease of contract in the 


sunny south of France. 
Scoring America's first ever | world trials success on a physi- 


cally draining and often danger- 
ous course on the outskirts of the 
medieval fortress town of Sommieres, 
Schreiber proved, as he had done in 
Belgium and Germany last year, that 
he is at his most brilliant when the 
going is toughest. 


He beat Bultaco teammate Martin 
Lampkin by 12.8 marks, and reigning 
World Champion Yrjo Vesterinen by a 
convincing margin of 23.4 marks, 
making it difficult for Bultaco com-

petitions chief Oriol Bulto to decline 
his services after the fifth round in 
Barcelona this Sunday. ; 

Bouncing back from his worst ever 
championship placing - 15th in 
Belgium seven days earlier - Schreiber 
now goes sixth in the title chase, and 
Martin Lampkin's second place pulls 
Vesterinen's title lead down to three 
points. 

Mick Andrews survived a horrifying 
ordeal on his new Yamaha. Swerving 
to avoid a riding spectator, he plunged 
20 feet off a rocky ledge. 

The impact twisted the frame, bent 
the front forks and bars, but left the 
former European champion with only 
bruises and a high-speed pulse rate. 
"It's the nearest I've ever come to 
death," exclaimed Andrews. "I really 
thought that it was adios." 

"I don't know what I'm going to do 
for a bike in Spain next sunday," he 
added. "My only other machine is in 
Amsterdam and that's got a broken 
frame. 

Martin Lampkin was shocked at the 
decision by Moto Club Sommierois 
organizers to add on an extra half- 
hour, when after the first lap, it 
seemed there would be mass exclusions 
for lateness. 

He had good reason. Forcing a pace 
that few could live with-now a Lamp- 
kin trademark - only himself, plus 
Mick Andrews and Puch factory rider 
Wolfgang Trummer would have 
finished inside the time limit. 

Not even a spectacular fall at Catet, 
the second section could blunt Lamp- 
kin's go-faster tactics. Unable to hold 
traction on what was the first of a long 
succession of frigh'ening rock climbs, 
the Bultaco ace fel badly, bruising his 
neck, hips, ankle aad hands. 

Nick Jefferies, experiencing a jumpy 
pull from a faulty transistorized 
ignition on the CCM, got off at the 
same spot - and the riderless Bolton- 
built four-stroke smashed its rear 
mudguard as it sent the crowds scat- 
tering: 

This potentially dangerous start to 
France's world championship event 
angered Rob Edwards. "Bloody 
stupid," he snarled after watching à 
local rider come within an ace of 
spearing himself on a tree stump that 
lay in deadly wait for those unable to 
make the climb. Even normally 
reserved Swedish quiet man Ulf 
Karlsson admitted sections were 
dangerous. 

Marshals eventually found a bread 
knife to cut the stump away. 

John Reynolds came up the gory 
result of a still more ghastly incident. 
He found a riding spectator with the 
top of his skull gouged away after the 
man had unwittingly ridden full pelt 
into a projecting branch. SWM's 
young Yorkshire runner alerted an 
ambulance crew just 100 yards away, 
but admitted: "It was really horrible. I 
wouldn't give much for the bloke's 
chances." 

Reynolds had his own share of 
misfortunes, breaking his throttle ad- 
juster at the deadly Catet, but 
managing to get a replacement from 
SWM's Italian team manager Peter 
Kucuiakan. 

The opening section, a flat-out 
climb reduced to second gear by a 
nadgery turn at the start, earmarked 
compulsory fives for all. But Malcolm 
Rathmell alone conjured a solitary 
three - only to loose his advantage with 
a maximum at the next hazard. 

The fanatical French, taking ‘up 
every square inch of standing room at 
almost every section, saw World 
Champion Yrjo Vesterinen stall his 
factory Bultaco at Fontbouisse, the 
third section, where Rathmell also 
came to grief on a big rock step near 
the exit. 

It wasn't his day - again - and he 
had the added bother of stopping to

change a wheel when his front tire 
blew out en route for Les Gradins, the 
seventh section. 


Schreiber was another early 
casualty. breaking the Bultaco's throt- 
tle and bending the bars at La 
Vignasse, the opening hazard. He 
progressed to the second section, but 
bad to wait 25 minutes before finding 
someone willing to lend him a 
replacement throttle. If normal run- 
ning time of six hours plus one hour 
had applied, Schrieber would have 
been excluded by five minutes. 


But once mended, Bernie staged a 
really impressive recovery. Fighting to 
keep to the chosen line with im- 
maculate body lean, Schreiber found 
himself sharing top spot after the first 
lap. 

And the man he shared that honor 
with, Montesa factory development 
rider Jaime Subira on the prototype 
350, was having the ride of his career. 

Not to be overshadowed, Montesa 
UK's own Nigel Birkett seemed to be 
finding an affinity with the dry rocky 
going to finish his first lap in second 
place, on level terms with Rathmell 
and three marks up on Vesterinen, 
Lampkin and Karlsson. 

Schreiber's second lap was the clin- 
cher. Right at home on the grippy 
rocks of Sommiere's vineyard country, 
the American was pure magic - and 
there were none who came even 
remotely close to his total for the 
round of 24 marks. 

Swedish champion Ulf Karlsson was 
at.the other end of the scale, blowing 
his hopes for his first win in the series 
with a loss of 52 - more than double 
that of Schreiber. 

KTM's comeback to the world title 
with five-time- West German cham- 
pion Felix Krahnstover on a 330cc 


prototype was modest — but they 
could hardly have picked a tougher trial. 

Krahnstover, the six-foot, six-inch 
giant was never at ease with his new 
machine, and by mid-distance had 
broken his rear brake, and com- 
plained of a fault with the swinging 
arm. 

That 18-year-old Anthonia Gorgot 
was just a prod away from equaling 
Martin Lampkin's second-lap score, 
was a surprise to all except the Spanish 
contingent. 

Gorgot so easily won last year's 
Spanish junior title that he was 
promoted over the intermediates to 
the ‘super’ class - and the young Ossa 
rider was quickly snapped up by 
Bultaco. 

After mild panic among the 


‘organizers - it took until mid morning 


on Monday to establish full results - 
Gorgot emerged in eighth place in 
this, his world championship debut, 
five marks better than Rathmell. ; 

With only seven points scored in the 
first four rounds, Rathmell needs a 
miracle if he is to be in with any chan- 
ce when the series ends in 
Czechoslovakia in September. But he 
will try a new barrel with modified 
porting in Spain on Sunday, in the 
hope of returning to the top again. 9

This year’s edition of who’s who in short track 
racing Daytona style featured a pair of crowd 
pleasers - Lance Jones and Terry Poovey - 
doing battle and swapping wins on Friday and 


Saturday night. 

The racing was such, that not even a 
rain-out of Wednesday's program and 
cold and wind on Thursday and 
Friday could dampen spirits. To many 
.fans, the short track races are the 
highlight of the activities of Speed 


Week. Generous amounts of warm 
clothing and liberal doses of anti- 
freeze were the remedies of many to 
the weather situation. For the riders, it 
was grin and bear it time until after 
the races. 

Wednesdays Novice program felt 


the wrath of Mother Nature who had a 
problem making up her mind on 
whether to dump more rain on the 
already soggy track. Officials finally 
called off the races and put out the 
word that Thursday's Junior/Novice 
event would be open to all interested 
Novices rather than only Wednesday's 
qualifiers. 

Rain on Thursday compounded 
Wednesday's problems, but finally 
stopped. Quick work by the grounds 
crew got the track in shape. Although 
the program eventually ran almost an 
hour past the-11 o'clock curfew, the 
action that took place was enough to 
keep almost everyone glued (and in 
some cases, frozen) to their seats. 





Wayne  Rainey, last year's 
Junior/Novice winner, kicked off the 
semi action with an easy win after à 
restart. Rainey, again riding: a 
Yamaha sponsored by Shell Racing 
Specialties and tuned by his father, 
Sandy, came to Daytona with a big 
cheering section based on his showing 
in the pre-Daytona dirt track events. 
David Jones finished second to Rainey 
and set himself up as one of only three 
Novice riders to break the yellow plate 
stranglehold on the night's ten rider 
final. 

Novices Lance Cherry and Noot Ir- 
win added their names to the entry: in 
the final by winning the next two even- 
ts with Donnie Warf taking ‘the 
checkers for the last semi win. 

Rainey pulled a holeshot on the 
field followed closely by Nile Hanchett 
and Mark Holmes as the main was 
flagged off. Hanchett moved quickly 
to challenge, but Rainey handled his 
every action for the first four laps. On 
lap five Michigan rider Hanchett put a 
move on Californian Rainey that: was 
pure Bart Markel. Hanchett first :stuf- 
fed his wheel underneath Rainey’ as 
the pair entered turn one and then 
bumped Rainey out of the way andin- 
to second place. “I saw an opening and 
had to go for it," commented Han: 
chett afterward. Hanchett’s privateer 
Yamaha was tuned by Buck Williams. 
Lance Cherry made a later lap pass of 
Dave Jones for third with Jon Roberts 
rounding out the top five. 

Friday's track was slick, but in great 
shape considering the watering job it 
had gotten in previous nights. Of note 
in the early racing was the charge put 
on by Hanchett after a crash in his 
heat. On the restart, Hanchett charged 
from seventh to take the last transfer 
spot to the semis. | 





The semis saw Lance Jones have a 
bang up battle with Wayne Rainey for 
the win with Jones finally taking the 
honors. Ted Boody, Terry Poovey and 
Randy Goss took the final semi wins. A 
special mention should be made of 
Guy McClure's ride in his semi. Mc- 
Clure bobbled away the lead on the 
opening lap and charged back 
through the field with vengence, 
almost taking Steve Mendenhall out at 
the flag. "I wasn't about to shut off, I 
gotta make some money," was Mc- 
Clure's candid opinion later. 

Junior riders Rainey, Jon Roberts, 
and Mendenhall joined Jones, Boody, 
Mike Caves, Poovey, Kenny Mc- 
Donald, and Randy Goss on the line 
for the run for the money. Poovey 
quickly grabbed the lead with Boody 
and Jones right behind and the trio 
banged handlebars throughout the fir- 
st lap. As the field entered turns one- 
two on the second go around Jones 
went high around Boody and then 
dove to the low line to put an inside 
pass on Poovey. The crowd went wild. 
Poovey tried everything he knew, but 
couldn't dislodge Jones from his 
tighter-than-tight inside line. Mean- 
while Boody was running a high line in 
third followed by Goss, but the pair 
were not making up any ground.

Jones held the pole as in last night's 
event and, just as last night, Poovey 
took the holeshot. Only this time there 
was-no stopping "Pooh Bear." The 
high line was the place to be and no 
matter how hard Jones tried to make 
up ground and move into a 
challenging position he was always a 
bikelength short. Randy Goss, Steve 
Mendenhall and Ted Boody waged a 
10 lap battle for third, but finished in 
the above order. 

In the winner's circle, Poovey ap- 
peared to be reaching for a star as he 
continually shot a fist into the air in- 
jubilant exclamation. You couldn't 
have asked for a better way to end the 
week or a better way to leave an- 
ticipation of next year’s racing in the 
minds of the spectators. e.

Looking over the results of the 1977 motocross 
season, you can see a pattern beginning to de- 
velop. Four of the most successful non-factory 
riders on the AMA professional circuit rode the 


same brand of bike and received 
support from the same small ac- 
cessory and manufacturing com- 
pany. Three of those riders — 


Steve Wise, Mark Barnett and Mickey 
Boone — were signed by major factory 
teams to full contracts for the 1978 
season, 

The bikes they rode were RM 
Suzukis supported by Moto-X Fox. 
Their success record was impressive: 
Together with Moto-X Fox's main 
contracted rider Pat Richter they 
finished fifth, sixth and seventh (Wise, 
Barnett, and Richter, respectively) in 
the 1977 AMA 125cc National MX 
Championship Standings. Mickey 
Boone, meanwhile, proved himself to 
be the top non-factory rider in the 
500cc National series with an 11th 
overall. 

Moto-X Fox had expected Pat 
Richter to spearhead their assault on 
the National circuit. Pat came close to 





winning the opening 125cc National at 
Hangtown last April when Bob 
Hannah suffered problems with his 
Yamaha. But Pat wasn't spared from 
bad breaks either. A loose hose fitting 
on the head of his watercooled Moto-X 
Fox Suzuki forced him to slow in the 
last laps of the final moto. The 
incident turned over the win to 
Suzuki's Danny LaPorte; Pat retained 
second overall. 

Knee injuries plagued him for the 
remainder of the summer, and he 
made the switch to a more reliable 
non-watercooled RM Suzuki prepared 
by tuner Chuck Tannlund. His best 
finish was third overall and top 
American in the 125cc U.S. Grand 
Prix at Mid-Ohio. 

"] was so pumped that day; I knew I 
was going to win," he later explained. 
"But then I got knocked down in the 
first turn and had to spend the whole 
time working my way back up through 
the pack."

By the end of the 125cc National 
series, Pat's knee injury had become so 
serious that he would have to sit out 
the Trans-AMA series where Fox had 
scheduled him to campaign the 250cc 
Support clas. He used the time to 
undergo a knee operation to correct 
damaged cartilage and tendons, a 
common injury sustained by 
motocrossers. 


Pat got back into shape after an 
extensive training program and went 
racing again. His first few races in the 
San Francisco area near Moto-X Fox 
headquarters included a win on a 
125cc Yamaha with a new Fox 
AirShox monoshock unit which Moto- 
X Fox plans to have available for sale 
in April. 

Richter was slated to be Moto-X 
Fox's main rider for the 1978 racing 
season, but another crash in the final 
round of the Continental Moto-sport 
Club's Suzuki Golden State Series at 
Helvetia left Pat with a broken leg. 
Until then, Moto-X Fox had been 
confident that he'd become the first 
non-factory team rider to win an AMA 
National Championship. 


Moto-X Fox's other top rider during 
the 1977 season was Steve Wise from 
McAllen, Texas, the only privateer 
ever to win an AMA National race. 
That feat was accomplished at a 125cc 
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National in 1976. In 1977 Steve raced 
a highly modified 125cc Honda built 
by tuner Cliff White. Honda provided 
them with a Mugen engine kit, and 
Cliff rebuilt the frame, installed 
Simons forks and installed 17.5 inch 
Fox AirShox rear suspension. In a 
series dominated by Team Yamaha 
riders, Steve still managed a fantastic 
second overall finish near home base 
at the Houston 125cc National race. 

During the Trans-AMA series this 
past fall Steve switched to an Open 
class bike for the first time ever, riding 
a Fox RM 370 Suzuki in the 
International class. His performance 
was hardly spectacular, and he 
probably would have done better in 
the Support class, but it didn't matter. 
His performance in the 125cc 
Nationals was more than good 
enough to secure himself and Cliff 
White positions with Team Honda for 
1978. Emphasis will be in the 125cc 
National class. 

Joining his old Fox teammates in the 
125cc Nationals this year, but now 
racing for U.S.Suzuki, will be 17 year- 
old sensation Mark Barnett, the 
hottest new rider to graduate to the 
factory ranks since Bob Hannah. Mark 
first gained National attention last 
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year in the 125cc Nationals where the 
then 16 year-old kid from Illinois 
pulled down strong finishes with his 
C&B Honda-sponsored Suzuki, along 
with partial support from Fox. 

When Pat Richter learned he had to 
stay home from the Trans-AMA series 
because of his bad knee, Mark Barnett 
was quickly pressed into service by 
Moto-X Fox with full team support to 
campaign the 250cc Support class. 
The opening half of the series turned 
into a week to week battle between 
Mark and the eventual series 
champion, Husky's Chuck Sun, with 
Mark winning overall at Unadilla and 
usually finishing second behind Sun at 
the other events. 

It was no wonder that halfway 
through the Trans-AMA series, Mark 
was receiving offers from both Suzuki 
and Honda to sign with them as a 
factory rider for the 1978 season. 
Barnett waited until near the end of 
the series before making a decision, 
turning down offers from both Honda 
and Suzuki to ride their works bike in 
the remaining races. He felt he would 
remain more competitive on the Fox 
RM 250 Suzuki that Chuck Tannlund 
had prepared for him. 

When the series ended, Mark went 
to Suzuki for complete support at all 
AMA Pro races for the 1978 season. So 
far Mark hasn't let Suzuki down, 
turning in winning performances in 
the Florida Winter-AMA series with 
one of the new RM 125C production 
machines. 

The Carolina Hillbilly, Mickey 
Boone, was the fourth Moto-X Fox- 
supported rider on the National 
circuit last season. Mickey rode an S&M 
Cycle-sponsored RM Suzuki in the big 
bike Nationals and the International 
class of the Trans-AMA series with 
support in the form of suspension parts 






and other goodies from Moto-X Fox. 

A broken foot at the Anaheim 
Supercross at the close of the year 
almost kept Mickey from lining up a 
factory ride for 1978, but his 
performances earlier in the 500cc 
Nationals where he came close to 
winning a number of times brought 
about an offer from Harley-Davidson 
for him to be their sole rider for the 


coming season. 
Mickey found that he wasn't content 


with Harley-Davidson, however, and 
left their factory backing in the middle 
of the Florida Winter-AMA MX Series 
to return to his familiar Moto-X Fox- 
equipped RM Suzukis. 

Since then, he's signed a contract 
with U.S. Suzuki to ride under their 
full support including travel expenses, 
bikes, parts and a share of the 
mechanic's pool. They're getting by 
for now with six riders and five 
mechanics, although Team Manager 
Mark Blackwell is hunting for a new 
tuner to make it a six-on-six arrange- 
ment. 

What are the bikes the winningest 
privateers in America are riding? They 
are RM production Suzukis modified 
in various degrees with parts and 
tuning offered by Moto-X Fox. 

But don't think you have to spend a 
fortune to make a Suzuki competitive. 
Both Barnett and Boone rode bikes in 
the Nationals which were box-stock at 
times with the exception that they used 
Fox AirShox, acknowledged as the 
best rear suspension component you 
can used on any motocross bike. For 
nearly 100 percent of all local racing 
the addition of AirShox are the only 
major modifications you need to make 
to an RM. 

Once you get into big-time 
professional racing like the Nationals, 
however, it helps to have an edge over 
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your competition, especially when 
theyre mounted on megabuck exotic 
works bikes with turboswirl engines 
and 12 inch suspenders attached to 
unobtainium alloy frames. 

Keith Bontrager is in charge of 
cylinder porting at Moto-X Fox and 
does some pretty wild things to stock 
RM ¢ylinders before they see the heat 
of competition. Presently, Moto-X Fox 
offers Keith’s porting work for RM 
125s in two states of tune, “Expert” 
and “National,” along with matching 
pipe and carb kits. 

Team manager Chuck Tannlund 
rebuilds the RM production bikes they 
use to Fox specifications, using the 
trick goodies and methods devised by 
himself, Steve Simons, Bob and 
Geoffrey Fox. Many of the 
modifications center around the 
suspension where Simons 9.5-12 inch 
air/spring forks are usually used to 
replace the stock Kayaba production 
forks. Out in the back yard you'll 
usually find Fox's aluminum swingarm 
kit with 17.5 inch AirShox. 

Since Moto-X Fox is in business 
selling parts, every trick and 
component used on their Moto-X Fox 
team bikes is available for sale. A 
privatéer can update his production 
RM with Fox parts to make it perform 
as well as a Suzuki works bike. All you 
need to begin with is a $2 check for 
their latest catalog. 

Moto-X Fox will soon have available 
a book outlining how to prepare RM 
and PE Suzukis for competition. The 
book will cover everything from basic 
race preparation to advanced tuning 
and modification. It should quickly 
become the Suzuki racer's Bible.

The second time around Robertson 
once more grabbed the holeshot with 
Terry Ducker right behind him. In 
third, Nick Hale was holding off his 
brother Jim. As Oswell moved into 
second, Ducker was engaged in a 
heavy duel with Cole. Finally Cole 
made his move and held third to the 
end. 


Robertson held a beautiful lead for 
the overall win, Oswell took. down 
second overall and third went to Cole. 


In the 500cc Pros, Tracy Oswell 
came back from his second overall in 
the 250s to take the class win. Taking 
the lead in the first moto, Oswell had 
his front wheel up a bit too high and 
lost the lead to Dave Taylor. Eddie 
Cole in third kept the pressure on and 
moved by Oswell. The real battle was 
taking place between Oswell and Cole. 
Coming up out of the sandwash, 
Oswell finally made his move and once 





more took over second. With Taylor 
fighting to hold these two off, the 
moto came to an end. 

The second time out, Taylor was 
ready and took over the lead. The 
battle of the day had to be between 
Steve Rawson in second and Oswell 
right up behind him. After chasing 
each other through much of the moto; 
Oswell moved on by and set out after 
Taylor. True to form after his first 
moto, Oswell made one final stab at 
Taylor and stole the lead in front of 
the checkered flag for top money. 
Taylor took home second overall and 
third went to Cole. 


Taylor (DG Suz) came back ready to 
win and took complete command of 
the 125cc Pros with back to back wins. 

Jerry Rash took down back-to-back 
wins in the 125cc Beginners in one of 
the wildest races of the day. Taking 
the holeshot he had Jim Thomson, 
James Diaz and James Edwards all 
pressuring him. This madness lasted 
throughout the moto when, at the 
end, Diaz moved into the lead only to 
have it snatched away at the last 
moment by Rash. 

The second time around, Diaz took 
over with Rash and Edwards out to 
take him. In a moto full of DNFs, 
crashes and general madness, Rash 
pulled the lead away and carried it to 
the end, taking the overall win. 
Second overall went to Edwards and 
third to Thomson.

V.0.T.E. Two Day 
Trial: Whaley wins 
by 40 


By Lane Campbell 


TEXAS CANYON, CA, MAR. 11-12 

This trial had everything. Rain. 
Snow. Marland Whaley as top 
Expert. Hail. Waterfalls. Visual- 
ize a middlin’ difficult Novice/ 
Amateur trap, 80 miles long, with 80 
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observed sections dotted along it, and 
you've got the St. Pat's Two Day Trial, 
hosted by the Valley Observed Trials 
Enthusiasts. It is America's "Little 
International," as attested by Bjorn 
Fagerli, seven-time Norwegian 
National Champion, who rode it for 
fun on a pair of borrowed bikes and 
racked up enough points to have 
placed second Amateur. He compared 
it to the best of European rounds. 

(A bubbling Bernie Schreiber, 
calling home with the news of his 
French Round win, said, “I owe it all 
to the V.O.T.E. Two Day. If there 
were more trials like that, there'd be 
more Americans in the top ten over 
here.") 

What makes this trial so special? 
Beautifully rugged terrain is one 
answer. This year, the California rains 
had helped paint it a St. Patrick's 
green all over, from the free-flowing 
canyon streams to the mountaintop 
fire lookout. In the two days, riders 
tackled a 3,000-foot elevation change 
from mountain ridges to canyon 
bottoms, with all that implies to both 
carburetion and body-tuning. 

A long, demanding loop trail is 
another ingredient. Each day, the 
riders get four and a half hours plus an 
hour's grace to make two 20-mile loops 
— a different loop each day. The 
length of the loop, combined with the 
time schedule, lends an air of 
"enduro" to the event. You have to 
maintain pace, or else face time 
penalty, maybe even disqualification if 
you use up the extra hour. The trail 
itself is about 8075 pure "trials" — one 
rider wide, tucked into canyon 
bottoms, running along knife-edge 
ridges, rock steps, off-camber climbs, 
humongous hills (including one 
downhill on Saturday that just kept 
getting steeper until it falls off the 
edge of the world), and this year, 
plenty of water. Saturday's riders saw 
rain, snow, and hail. Sunday saw 
clearing weather, with a biting wind 
and bitter chill at the 5,000 foot level. 

With all this, the sections would

seem almost anti-climactic if they 
weren't so good. Water was 
everywhere, a luxury for this region. 
Sunday's trap 18 almost claimed 
Debbie Evans' bike (it landed upside 
down with only the wheels showing 
above water). The infamous V-notch 
Case Cruncher had a fresh stream in 
it, and the creek in Fall Canyon (part 
of Saturday's loop) rose six inches 
briefly, arousing fears of flash floods 
among the checkers at traps eight 
through 12. Saturday's trap 20 had an 
honest-to-goodness waterfall as part of 
the Expert/ Amateur section. 

Sunday's first four traps were all 
part of the canyon stream. Ol’ number 
one had an angled log at. the end 
which even snagged ultimate winner 
Marland Whaley for a five. There was 
a “low bridge” at six; and the 
traditional rocky sections were used up 
on the high ridges. Sunday’s final 
section (20) was almost within sight of 
camp, quite long, and good 
spectating.

Barney Burman got his new bike 
working right to take the Kids class 
over Darryl Stone, and Gordon 
LaDuke tok the Senior B, just by 
arriving in time both days. 

A large Novice class was topped by 
Dean Baker (Bul), 3.7 points ahead of 
Jim LaTendresse. Scott Head. (Bul) 
vaulted to the head of a scrappy 
Amateur class by a healthy 33.6 point 
margin over Mike Bernbaum (Bul). 
Rod Campbell somehow got signed in 
as a Novice; although he rode all the 
Amateur traps. It took considerable 
straightening out before he was posted 
as third Amateur. 

In the Expert class, Martin Belair 
and Rich Delaney came out of semi- 
retirement to ride Sunday's loop just 
for fun.

got her bike upside down in a 
waterhole in Section 18. as it landed 
on the seat and bars with just the 
wheels sticking above water. Out on 
dry land, about eight kicks and it was 
running again. “Good airbox,” 
remarked the section judge, a man of 
few words who sometimes gets 
published in Dirt Bike. 


To the top Expert rider, it seemed 
like a two day Sunday ride. Marland 
Whaley, normally known for taking 
his time, flat boogied both days to 
finish with no time penalty, 47 points 
total. The three-time AMA National 
Champion was riding one of the 
prototypes that shuttle between his 
garage and Honda R&D. Lane 
Leavitt, also a former National 
Champion, was over 40 points down, 
at 87.6. 


The only known injury was a Utah 
rider, Chris Yates, whose bike landed 
hard on his back near the end of 
Sunday's trap 18.

The Dayton Jay Cees held the 
second race of their annual three- 
race winter series with good 
weather and a large turnout of 


riders. The track was muddy during 
practice but soon dried to provide 
perfect traction and no dust. 

The first 100cc class moto provided 
good racing between Roby Bass (Yam) 
and Shand Blood (Suz). Blood led by a 
good margin for most of the race until 
Bass made his move as he swept past 
for the win on the last lap.

It was cold. We, for the most part, were warm, 
but it was cold. Someone born and raised in 
Southern California is not used to having the 
fog on his faceshield turn solid, nor is he used 


to being able to lift all of his 
moustache simple by raising one 
corner. Yet there we were, having 
traded our two-wheeled toys for 
snowmobiles, romping around the 
Canadian countryside and having a 
ball. They work hard here in 
Valcourt, home of Bombardier 
Limited, parent company of Can-Am 
motorcycles, and they play hard. By 
night’s end, we had covered over 50 
miles on different types of 
snowmobiles. 


Six motojournalists had been invited 
up to Valcourt, Quebec, Canada to 





see the Bombardier factory. We got to 
meet the people, see the works, ride 
snowmobiles and observe. 


Bombadier, no small industrial 
concern, and its subsidiaries 
manufacture snowmobiles, tractors, 
heavy equipment, streetcars, subway 
cars, sailboats, plastics (including the 
plastic seats in the Montreal Olympic 
facilities), rubber products and tires, 
fiberglass, and Can-Am motorcycles. 

It's been a long haul since Joseph- 
Armand Bombardier, the founder, 
started working on vehicles suitable for 
use in Canada's heavy winters. In the 
late 50's came the first snowmobile in 





the form that we generally recognize 
it. Now snowmobile production totals 
several hundred thousand units for 
this company alone. 


Valcourt — a company town 

Located in the middle of a scenic 
valley, Valcourt (population about 
7,000, most of whom work for 
Bombardier) is a pleasant town. The 
church, when lit up at, night, is 
beautiful. It felt so comfortable that 
the only reminder we were in a foreign 
country (other than Canadian 
customs) was that everybody speaks 
French. 

Since we arrived in the middle of 
winter with the temperature hovering 
around the 0? mark, there weren't 
many motorcycles to be seen outdoors. 
Snowmobiling is the big winter sport. 
There are more miles — 32,000 — of 
snowmobile trails than paved highway 


in Quebec. All the trails are 
maintained and groomed by. 
snowmobile clubs, many using 


Bombardier tractors.

The factory 

The factory is divided into two 
parts, the Recreational Products 
Group (motorcycles and snowmobiles) 
and the Industrial Products Group 
(tractors and other heavy 
equipment). The Recreational 
Products side operates seasonally. 
Motorcycles are built between 
December and April; snowmobiles fill 
the assembly line during the rest of the 
year. 

The assembly line was not in use 
during our visit because we arrived 
right at the end of the fiscal year. Still; 
there were people busy making many 
of the component parts. Except for 
things like the Marzocchi forks, 
Girling shocks and Sun rims, just 
about everything on a Can-Am is 
made by Bombardier or one of its 
subsidiaries. This includes the engines 
— Rotax of Austria is owned by 
Bombardier. 

Presses ranging up to an 800-ton 
model that they brought in and then 
built the building around, stamp out 
parts such as expansion chamber 
halves, seat bases and other sheet 
metal parts. Raw material moves in 
one direction across the building until 
it finds its way to the assembly line, 
being formed, joined and 
manipulated along the way. Up on the 
ceiling, the 250cc rotary valve Rotax 
engines form a steady line across the 
building. 

Motorcycles for the Canadian army 
were being manufactured during our 
visit. They were basically the 250cc 
TN'T model (since displaced in the 
commercial lineup by the Qualifier 
series) done up in a snappy olive drab 
right down to the spokes and rims. 
They were equipped to carry radios 
and about to be fitted with blackout 
headlights. In addition to building 
motorcycles for the Canadian army, 
Can-Am was just awarded a contract 
for the British army and was 
submitting models to Michigan State 
University to be tested for the U.S. 
army. 

How much horsepower? 

Rotax also makes engines for 
Bombardiers Ski-Doo and Moto-Ski 
snowmobiles. The top of the line 
engine, a 440cc liquid-cooled rotary 
valve twin cylinder two-stroke, was 
said to make over 100 horsepower 
(approaching 120 in racing versions). 
Honda only claims 103 horses at the 
crank for the 1047cc six-cylinder 
CBX. Disbelief went down the tubes 
when the motojournalists rode on-a 
racing snowmobile. (Cook Neilson, of 
Cycle Magazine, said the snowmobile 
accelerated harder than his Suzuki 
RG500 four-cylinder road racer.) 

After seeing the bikes that Can-Am 
factory riders Rich Eierstedt and Gary 
Semics will compete on in the 250 and 
500cc Nationals (major differences 
include hand welded pipes made of 
two-gauge lighter metal, lighter 
swingarms, and detail improvements 
by team mechanic Mike Stark), the 
motorcycle and snowmobile R&D 
facilities, we took a ride on 
snowmobiles and an ice racing Can- 
Am. The ice racer, with about 500 
sheet metal screws imbedded in each 
of its Carlisle trials tires, hooked up 
like a street bike, and in the hands of 
Canadian Ice Racing Champion 
Michel Mercier, sent a billowing 
plume of shredded ice to the outside of 
the turns on the half-mile track. A 
radar gun clocked the 250cc ice racer 
at 76 mph halfway down the front 
straight and the racing snowmobile at 
over 90. 

Going snowmobiling in the 
somewhat-less-than temperate 
weather in Bombardier-provided 
snowmobile suits was surprisingly 
comfortable. Bikers who go riding in 
freezing weather might be well advised 
to look into such gear. e
